LETTER FROM A MEMBER 


“This is a retirement home for old ladies—mnicer than the average “home”. 
I have the whole upstairs wing of the building to myself. Two rooms and the 
stairs and hall. No one comes up here but to see me. I have my own T.V., 
sewing machine and other furniture—also my own air conditioners. I entertain — 
here as in my own home. The food is excellent and I’m within a block of my 
sister’s home. We also have a handy man that will take us any place we want 
to go. 

I’m just past 88 years old, the oldest one here and the MOST active. I get 
out every day, weather permitting, walk over a mile some days and have a 
garden of flowering plants, some quite unusual. 

The local hospital is next door—very cooperative. They even sent over 
food sometime ago when our cook had the flu. This is a small home. Only nine 
women can live here—some have been here for over thirteen years. The only 
thing I don’t like about the place is that the women here seem to take no interest 
in anything and are not encourage to do anything but sit. They are very unin- 
teresting. I’d like to help them but it isn’t allowed. Anyone really sick here has 
to go to the hospital. 

I had a slight heart attack and the doctor wouldn’t let me drive my car. I 
couldn’t take that so I sold my little home and came here. My health is very 
good for my age tho I do have my troubles. 

I see very few names from my class—St. Luke’s 1915. I’l love to have you 
mention me in ‘News and Views’’, Glad the hospital is going to have nursing 
classes again.

_ bidden to have any social contact with the doctors, she recalls that everything 


was very starchy and professional. Dr. Campbell completed his training the 
year before Priscilla graduated in 1898, at which time they became secretly 
engaged. One afternoon a week and an occasional Sunday were her only 
time off. Dates were spent at the home of her sister or riding the cable cars 
to the end of the line. Nurses worked twelve hours a day and then did their 
studying at night. They wore stiff collars, long sleeves with starched cuffs, 
billowing floor length skirt, long aprons and puffy white hats. Slowing, full 
length dark blue capes completed the uniform. 

Mrs. Campbell recalls that St. Luke’s was in a rought neighborhood but 
a nurse in uniform had no reason to be frightened. The hardest thing in her 
professional career was the helplessness in certain diseases. There were no 
miracle drugs for disease like typhoid, mastoid, strep infections, and pneu- 


-~monia. Even though they did everything they could it was watch and pray 
much of the time. 


Mrs. Campbell is the mother of two daughters. Thirteen years ago she 
fell and fractured her hip and has been confined to a wheel chair most of 
the time. She considers the adjustment to physical inactivity as one of the 
hardest things she has had to do. She is fussy about her appearance and 
adores good looking clothes. She doesn’t consider herself properly dressed 
without earrings. 

Now at the age of 93 she resides in the Attic Angels Nursing Home in 
Madison, Wisconsin. She is still very active there and sorely misses her fel- 
low Alumni friends in the Madison Alumni group. At present she is believed 
to be the oldest member of the PSL Alumni.

REPORT TO THE PRESBYTERIAN-ST. LUKE’S 
HOSPITAL SCHOOL OF NURSING ALUMNI 
SPRING 1971 


M. Sue Kern, Chairman, Division of Nursing 
The year has passed quickly and it is time again to bring you all up-to- 
date on events of the past year which will be of interest to you. 


We are now known officially as the Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical 
Center. The two major components of the Medical Center are the Presbyte- 
rian-St. Luke’s Hospital and the Rush Medical College. Those of you who 
came to the Homecoming Tea (and we wish you all could have been here) 
saw much construction in progress. The Professional Building is six stories 
higher, the Jelke-South enter Building is two stories higher and there are 
many changes in progress finishing off or revising the use of some parts of 
all of the buildings. For the most part, the construction this year has been 
in preparation for the new medical school. Notable exceptions are the new 
IT and PAR on the sixth floor of the hospital and new bathrooms in the 
Pavilion Building. 


The Hospital continues to provide clinical practice for students of nurs- 
ing. During this academic year a total of 295 students have been with us for 
a minimum of six weeks to a maximum of thirty-two weeks from the following 
schools: University of Illinois College of Nursing, Malcolm X College and 
Chicago Board of Education. In addition, 34 students from Andrews University 
and Valpariso University have come for special assignments. A number of 
other schools of nursing have sent students for tours of the hospital. 


Our relationship with the University of Illinois College of Nursing was 
further strengthened with the signing of a new agreement and the appoint- 
ment of five Division of Nursing staff to the faculty. Each academic year 
appointments will be made of qualified Division of Nursing staff contributing 
directly to the education of University of Illinois students. 


An eight-week program in psychiatric nursing for foreign graduates who 
need the course to qualify for licensure in Illinois was also initiated this year 
hirty-six nurses completed the program which was offered four times. 


Another “first” in nursing education was initiated in February when six 
nurses entered a continuing education program to prepare Pediatric Nurse 
Associates. The program extends over a 16 week period for 1% days a week, 
and prepares a nurse to play an expanded role in ambulatory settings. The 
program is co-directed and co-sponsored by Mrs. Iris Shannon, Division of 
Nursing and Dr. Albert Pisani, Department of Pediatrics. 


Medicine and Nursing also have collaboratively developed a program 
for the care of oncology patients under the direction of Mrs. Elizabeth Cram 
from the Division of Nursing and Dr. Sam Taylor, Oncology Section, De- 
partment of Medicine. 


Experimentation in staffing patterns and utilization of staff is actively 
in progress in Medical Nursing. This work will be comjlemented and sup- 
ported by a long term program in systems analysis and information systems 
development initiated hospital-wide in February. The latter program is staffed 
and directed by the MEDICUS Corporation which is based in Dallas, Texas 


and whose focus is hospital services. 


The Rush Medical College development has progressed rapidly and the 
first class will start in the fall of this year. Applications for the first year 
number in the hundreds and from these applications sixty have been selected. 
A class. of students with appropriate previous education also will be admitted 
to the third year level of the program. The medical staff organization has 
been restructured to accommodate to academic plans and requirements. Many 
specialty ateas have been given department status and departments have been 
organized under three associate deans responsible for Medical Sciences and 
Services, Surgical Sciences and Services and Biological and Behavioral Sciences 
and Services. ; 
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The Division of Nursing must run fast to keep up with change, increas- 
ing demands and greater expectations. We continue to recruit actively for 
R.N. staff and hope each of you will help us. We are fortunate to have and 
are proud of the Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital Alumni working with us. 
A statistic of particular note is that 52% of our head nurses are Presbyterian- 
St. Luke’s Hospital Alumni. We are ready to invite you “home”at any time!

NURSE RECRUITMENT 


While some sections of the country are now experiencing a surplus of 
registered nurses according to recent reports, the Chicago area remains a 
tight labor market. A recent study by the Illinois Nursing Association 
estimates that 1000 nurses are needed immediately in 25 of the largest 
hospitals in metropolitan Chicago. 

In an effort to attract nurses, a joint effort by the Employment Depart- 
ment and the Division of Nursing is reflected in current recruiting. Mrs. 
Laurel Coyne has recently been appointed nurse recruiter, reporting to John 
Comer, Employment Manager. Working closely with Nursing Administra- 
tion, Mrs. Coyne is seeking to develop two major recruitment areas, internal 
referrals and the nursing assistant program. 

Last year over 50 percent of the R.N.’s offered positions were referred 
to the hospital by nurses currently on our staff. This highly effective means 
of introducing new R.N.’s to the Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical Center 
brings recognition and an expression of gratitude to the sponsoring nurse. 
Competitive salaries, challenging opportunities and constantly improving 
benefit programs and working conditions make the job opportunities at- 
tractive. 

Another major source of nurses is the program for nursing assistants. 
In this program student nurses who have completed at least one year of 
course work are eligible to work part time as nurse assistants (full time 
during summer vacations). These students receive clinical experience and 
provide needed help on the patient units. Of the graduating nursing as- 
sistants last year 25 per cent have accepted full time nursing staff positions. 

The Medical Center also advertises regularly in professional journals 
such as RN and the American Journal of Nursing. These journals have 
nationwide circulation and are particularly helpful in bringing response from 
nurses who wish to move to the Chicago area. 

In order to augment the internal programs and the advertising, Mrs. 
Coyne also engages in recruiting at nursing schools. She will visit all the 
colleges with Bachelor degree and Associate of Arts degree programs in 
Illinois, as well as many diploma school programs. Certain out-of-state col- 
leges will be visited as well, where previously developed contacts assure some 
measure of success. Through discussions with graduating nurses it is ex- 
pected that many will be interested in joining the staff at Rush-Presbyterian- 
St. Luke’s. :

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UNIT PROVIDES POSTOPERATIVE CARE 
TO RADICAL SURGERY PATIENT 


The radical surgery patient having undergone a serious operation such as 
open heart surgery or removal of an organ requires constant watching and 
continuous care. His body signs must be -frequently checked necessitating 
time and effort on the part of the medical and nursing personnel. 


Realizing the needs of such a patient, the Medical Center designed and 
constructed the surgical intensive care unit on 6 Southcenter. The 19-bed 
unit is specially designed to provide immediate postoperative treatment and 
care to the radical surgery patient. It has been equipped with sophisticated 
monitoring devices for electrocardiogram, electroencephalogram, blood pres- 
sure, pulse and other pertinent body signs. The system is connected to a 
computer which has a built-in alarm mechanism. 


In addition, three of the 19 beds can accommodate isolation cases and/or 
cases requiring hemodialysis for treatment of renal failure. These special 
units are equipped with water proof floors, piped in deionized water, and 
private bathroom and handwashing facilities. 


Computer Assisted Monitoring System 


The patient is brought to the unit directly from the adjacent surgical 
suites. Once in bed he is connected to the various devices which are mounted 
into the wall behind the bed on standard 19-inch rack panels. Information 
is displayed on the monitoring system which is connected to an alarm and to 
a computer on the floor above. The computer assists in the storage and 
retrieval of the monitored information and in the calculation of certain levels 
and parameters, such as cardiac output (volume of blood pumped by the 
heart over a period of time). 


In addition, it samples and stores the vital signs of each patient about 
once a minute. If for any reason the alarm goes off, the computer auto- 
matically returns to that particular patient and feeds back the pertinent 
information recorded prior to the alarm. ; 

The monitoring system can be independent of the computer. It displays, 
in digital form, each patient’s vital statistics. EKG, EEG, and pulse in- 
formation are recorded from electrodes placed on appropriate areas of a 
patient’s skin. The analog display is a time phased representation of 
monitored information. A catheter in an artery or vein, for example, picks 
up a patient’s pressures. A transducer converts pressure to electrical impulse, 
and the monitoring equipment changes it to readable information in analog 
display. A strip chart recorded writes on paper what appears on the screen 
for future reference. 

While devices for displaying monitored information are already installed 
at bedside, efforts are underway to locate terminals in other areas such as 
nursing stations and physicians’ conference rooms. 


Unique Cardiac Alert System 


In case of emergencies the unit’s unique cardiac arrest alert system goes 
into effect. At two stations in each module there is a cardiac arrest button 
on the panel above the bed. When activated, an electronic tone is sounded 
throughout the entire unit and a red flashing light goes on above the door 
of the room. The nurse at bedside has automatic one way voice communica- 
tion with the entire unit plus the operating rooms, local anesthesia room, 
main instrument room, operating room switchboard and the hospital’s main 
paging system. On alert in the self-contained intensive care unit are the 
intern and resident on 24 hour duty, the nurse anesthetist, the inhalation 
therapist, and the laboratory. One way voice communication remains until 


the emergency is cancelled at bedside. 


Power Back-up Close to Fail Safe 


The power needed to maintain this complex and sophisticated unit is 
another unique feature. The Medical Center’s electric power is supported by 


a 


three substations of Commonwealth Edison, any one of which is capable of 
supplying the necessary power. Jelke and Southcenter buildings each have 
their own power trunks. In case of power failure in Southcenter, there is an 
automatic switch to the second power source in Jelke. Thus all electrical 
equipment and lighting have internal back-up. If this is deficient, the 
Medical Center’s own internal emergency power generator goes into effect. 

The unit’s added advantage is individual circuitry. The circuit breaker 
box is located above each bed in the unit. All equipment lights and circuits 
are numbered correspondingly and the malfunction can be easily located. 

According to William Borton, associate administrator, surgical sciences 
and services, “The unit is as close to being fail safe as possible.” 

For added protection all metal items which can be touched are grounded 
to prevent buildup of static electricity or shocks. This includes all metal 
cabinets, door and window frames, radiator covers and even IV tracks. 


Tailor Made Unit 
Dr. Marshall D. Goldin, cardiovascular surgeon and new director of the 
unit commented, “The surgical intensive care unit is possibly unique in the 
design and coordination of comprehensive facilities necessary for efficient, 
competent care of radical surgery patients.’”” According to Goldin, previous 
experience with intensive care patients has lead to these features: 


© Monitoring system mounted on standard 19-inch rack panels to allow for 
easy replacement of equipment when necessary without redesign or recon- 
truction. 


e Nurse server in each room containing clean utility type items within 
immediate reach of the nurse: The server is stocked from the outside corridor 
by a pass-through door. Constant replenishment keeps the nursing personnel 
at the bedside and maintains traffic at a minimum 


e Bright overhead light: In the past it was found that a bright overhead 
light was needed to examine surgical wounds and dressings. 


e Built-in wall light: Patients with radical thoracic surgery require drainage 
tubes which are sealed off with a bottle of water. Constant checking of the 
water level necessitated a special floor level light built into the wall to enable 
nurses to check the bottles under the beds. 


e Two-way intercom for maximum communication. 


e IV bottle holders on tracks mounted on the ceiling: This replaces the 
IV bottle stands, conserves room and improves sanitary conditions by having 
less on the floor. 


@ Blood pressure cuff mounted on the wall at bedside: When a blood _pres- 
sure reading is necessary the nurse need not leave the room for a cuff. 


e Oxygen and suction mounted on the wall. 


e Continuous computer monitoring acid-base analysis: Instrumental in the 
design of the unit and its sophisticated monitoring is Dr. David Roseman, 
assistant attending; surgery and biomedical engineering. Dr. Roseman is 
studying means of programming the computer to provide continuous acid-base 
monitoring. He is experimenting with a catheter connected to a micropump 
which would periodically take a minute sample of the patient’s blood and 
feed it into an automatic electronic analyzer. Transmitted to the computer, 
the results of the analysis would be available immediately. ; 

With the latest in sophisticated equipment and a dedicated staff o 
medical and paramedical personnel the new surgical intensive care unit 
promises to be another step in the continuing improvement of patient care 
at Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical Center.

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MISSIONARY LETTER 


Dear Praying Friends, 

For three months or so now, we have been building a new airstrip be- 
yond the Shari River. The old raft ferry was washed away in a flood many 
months ago. A rickety vine bridge has been strung for foot traffic by local 
Africans across this river whose channel is 15 feet deep. A tortuous, jar- 
ring, 3-1/2 hr. Land Rover trip is possible yia a circuitous make-it yourself 
road. Three weeks ago our MAF pilot made several flights transporting a 
part of our evangelistic team over there. I drove our Ford truck with 20 
others to the river edge where we hiked across the swaying vine bridge, then 
off to the airstrip several kilometers off in the bush. A large crowd of local 
folks turned out to see the ‘‘ndege” (bird). When the whole team finally 
converged on the site, we had 13 horn players, one man with an old ac- 
cordian, plus another 16 men making up the total from the Center. There 
were over 150 decisions for Christ at the dedication service, and our fellows 
counselled with them in groups of 4 to 6. Thus we inaugurated our weekly 
evangelism flight program, with more coming to Christ each of the last two 
weeks as well. We are grateful for the full cooperation of Ernie Doerksen, 
our fine MAF pilot. 

The trek back home with the majority of the team was a joyous one 
with the men singing hymns of praise on the path as we walked. (I downed 
9 large glasses of Frieda’s lemonade when we arrived, and unlike my African 
brethren . . . I had a few blisters on my feet, plus an enviable suntan.) 
Each succeeding Sunday as the team carries on with the 3 regular road 
routes, the plane will be flying others to continue in opening this fertile 
area. Do pray for us as we pray and work together into phase II (local 
church planting) in this area called Baywana (Bah-ee-wah-nah). 

Since our last letter, we have been involved in 3 major evangelism cam- 
paigns. The first was thru our central AIM Congo field. Vic Paul was able 
to visit here and take the team and our truck for 4 weeks, and I for the 
fifth week. There were 14,952 decisions recorded. Again in March, in a 
month-long effort in our immediate Nyankunde-Bunia area, there were an- 
other 3000+ decisions. The team with one of our African evangelists as 
truck driver has been down in the forest district this month. I expect to 
join them for the wrapup of the campaign 4 days next week. Numbers are 
always suspect, and we are very much interested in seeing real spiritual de- 
velopment in these lives and their identification in growing local churches. 
We are using some newer approaches in followup, with seminars for those 
making decisions, use of Bookmobile, Scripture and literature portions, etc. 
Since we last wrote I have been given the privilege and responsibility of a 
newly formed Spiritual Outreach Committee of the Med. Center. The local 
evangelistic efforts are a part of this, and we are thankful to the Lord for 
what He is doing. 

A second area of my responsibility is the Medical Student Visitation 
Program. We are accepting junior and senior medical students from Canada 
and the States (interested in career missionary medicine) to work with us 
for 3 month periods. They can do this as a recognized part of the elective 
section of their med school curriculum. We’ve had several fine young folks 
so far, and are already booked up thru the end of next year! Do pray that 
the Lord will speak to some of these hearts regarding the tremendous chal- 
lenge of a spiritual-medical ministry in Northeast Congo. 

The children are well and happy at the moment, though Dave had a 
rugged bout with Amoebiasis down in Kenya last school term. Essie starts 
school at Rethy in September. Good letters are coming from mother Atkinson 
now, and reports from friends are most encouraging. How grateful we are 
for your faithful prayers for her. The Lord is definitely answering!! 

With being away on medical safari one week out of three, and gone 
every Sunday with the evangelism team, there isn’t much time for letters. 
But do keep writing, please!

First “Pediatric Nurse Associate” program in Illinois to prepare R.N.’s 
for expanded role in the care of ambulatory pediatric patients along the 
guidelines developed by the American Pediatric Association and the Ameri- 
can Nursing Association (1971). 

Demonstrated significant changes in corticosteroid metabolism in pa- 
tients with essential hypertension, laying groundwork for possible under- 
standing of the etiology and eventual cure of the disease. 

First effective treatment of Paget’s disease of bone (1969). 

Among the founding members of the Radiotherapy Oncology Group, 
a national group of cooperative institutions involved in clinical trials. 

First to produce a specific disease of the brain in a subhuman primate 
by exposure to lead, and the first to characterize the relation between this 
disease and a corresponding disease resulting from lead ingestion by children.

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REPORT ON LAOS 


During my two years in Laos, I spent most of my time in the Northern

approximately 140 beds. Both Military and Civilians were treated at the Hos- 
pital. Since this was a War Zone there were a high percentage of Military 
casualities. On March 17, 1970 the area and the Hospital were lost to enemy 
forces. Fortunately all patients and personnel were evacuated safely to other 
areas. 

Two days after the loss of Sam Thong another Hospital was set up in 
a public works camp in an area called Bon Xon. Under extremely difficult 
circumstances the personnel maintained care for up to 150 patients at a 
time. This was actually a small percentage of the people who needed medical 
care but due to the loss of a large area and difficult terrain many people 
were never able to reach the Hospital. 

This new area was also insecure so American Medical personnel were 
not allowed to stay at the hospital on a 24 hr. basis, so they flew to work 
every day from Vientiane. Local personnel which consisted of 60 nurses and 
2 medics maintained medical care during the night. 

At the time I left Laos (August ’71) four bamboo wards had been built 
to accommodate 200 patients. X-ray and laboratory facilities were also in full 
operation. 

Hopefully if there is no dry season offensive by the enemy this year, 
the hospital will be able to grow and provide very adequate medical care 
for the local population.

UNIQUE GERIATRIC CENTER TO BE BUILT 


A unique “health park” for providing comprehensive health services to 
the non-acute, chronically ill, aging and aged patient will be built here at 
the Medical Center. It will replace the more traditional, fragmented delivery 
of health care services in scattered, non-coordinated long-term care facilities. — 
According to Gail L. Warden, executive vice president, of operations, the 
facility, called Johnston R. Bowman Health Park, will provide under “fone 
roof — one door’ the full spectrum of services needed to further the restor- 
ative process of health attainment. 

“Bowman Health Park will center around a specifically and uniquely 
designed physical site that will promote maximum ambulation as early as 
the resident’s condition allows,’ Warden said. “The architectural design is 
geared to furthering the restorative incentive by maximum utilization of the 
inherent physical structure.” 


200 Residents 


Warden, said that resident accommodations in the health park will range 
the entire gamut of living-in facilities. There will be provisions for bed-care, 
rehabilitative care, convalescent care and independent living care. “An an- 
ticipated two hundred residents will move through these levels of care in 
accord with their health conditions until they attain a level commensurate 
fith community living expectations,” Warden said. 

An integral part of the Johnston R. Bowman Health Park will be a 
model prototype of a long-term care facility. This prototype will provide serv- 
ices that cover most non-acute phases of medical care: nursing home care, 
extended care, sheltered care, group-living care, convalescent care, rehabilita- 
tive care and restorative care. The model, according to Warden, will pro- 
vide a unique opportunity for intensive medical and allied professional and 
para-professional training as well as research in all phases of long-term care. 

“Specific techniques will be demonstrated in actual service conditions 
and resulting conclusions will be disseminated to interested and concerned 
persons, institutions, and organizations in the health care field,” Warden said. 
“Particular attention will be placed on formulating guidelines and establish- 
ing a research basis for ongoing studies of methods, procedures, techniques, 
and costs of service delivery.” 


Tied to Education Programs 

The Johnston R. Bowman Health Park will also be integrated with the 
educational programs of both Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital and Rush 
Medical College. The Hospital will establish the Johnston R. Bowman En- 
dwed Chair of Geriatrics and the college will expand its Department of 
Geriatrics. 

“This will ensure a unique teaching program providing early and de- 
tailed exposure to the varied problems inherent in the health attainment of 
the aging and aged,” Warden said. The Johnston R. Bowman Health Park 
will further be “‘backstopped” by the total resources of the Rush-Presbyterian- 
St. Luke’s Medical Center. 

“The Johnston R. Bowman Health Park represents a unique innovation 
in promoting the total health maintenance of the aging and aged by inte- 
grating this hitherto by passed and/or segregated “at-risk” population into 
the mainstream of a comprehensive health care system.”

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UNIT FOCUSES ON PROBLEMS OF YOUTH 


Located on 5 Jones East, the 24-bed adolescent and young adult unit is 
a unique aspect of the department of pediatrics. Its patients, aged 13-21 
years, are no longer children, yet not quite adults. They are living in a com- 
plex society and are confronted with problems of drug addiction, educational 
pressures, unemployment and war. In addition to special difficulties in growth 
and development this is a time of emotional instability and identity problems. 

Barbara Koenigsmark, head nurse, comments, “When patients in this 
age bracket are grouped together, they discover that they are not alone with 
their physical and emotional problems. They find sympathy, understanding 
and often relief knowing there are others in the same predicament.” 

According to Dr. Clay Jones, director of the unit and assistant professor 
of pediatrics, there is no such phenomenon as a typical case. “Although we 
see asthmatics and diabetics, as well as sickle cell anemia and even systemic 
lupus erythematosus, each patient is an individual in various physical and 
psycholgical stages of development, and these often effect both the disease 
and the treatment.” 

Perhaps the most common patient is the traumatic injury case. These 
ate often accidents incurred in sports and resulting in injury to knees, elbows, 
kidneys and often the spleen. A participant in the 1969 Winter Sports Sym- 
posium, Dr. Jones is concerned with injuries incurred as a result of sport 
activities. The stage of development is often crucial in determining the ex- 
tent of these injuries and the degree of permanent disability. 

The patients on 5 Jones East have a unique opportunity to express them- 
selves during the unit’s “Rap Session.” Held twice a week, the afternoon 
sessions are conducted by psychologist Dr. Luke Shanley. The patients talk 
freely and are thus helped with their illness and problems. As terminal pa- 
tients are an important aspect of adolescent medicine, the rap session is an 
opportunity to help that patient understand his own feeling by discussing 
philosphical subjects such as life and death. 

“This younger generation,” adds assistant head nurse, Pamela Berda, “‘is 
very ‘aware.’ Our patients are inquisitive, honest and also sensitive.” 

The patient’s daily routine is kept as close to normal as possible. For 
those who spend extended lengths of time in the hospital, there is a Board 
of Education certified teacher to help them keep up with their studies, For 
diversion, the patients bring musical instruments such as guitars or even a 
cello in addition to the standard tape recorders, radios and TWV’s. Gradua- 
tions and birthdays are always celebrated and small parties are held for all 
occasions. 

“Our nursing staff,” Dr. Jones states, “is tops. They are dedicated to 
the unit and very enthusiastic. They will often devote their lunch hour to a 
lonely patient and their coffee breaks are spent running errands for the 
young people.” 

Former patients often return for visits and letters are received daily. The 
staff enjoys hearing. from former patients. The letters are a symbol of friend- 
ship, gratitude, and work well done. 

The counterpart to the inpatient unit on 5 Jones East is the outpatient 
adolescent clinic on 2 Jelke. Problems found in these patients are infectious 
diseases, teenage pregnancy, obesity, skin disorders and venereal disease. 
These patients are amenable to outpatient care both physically and emotion- 
ally. Their physical complaints can be cared for and their emotional prob- 
lems are usually helped by an understanding face and a patient ear. 

_ “The adolescent and young adult unit,” Dr. Jones added, “is filling 
the gap between pediatrics and adult medicine.” -
